Some Tips Published in Britain 
Upon War-time Economy 


Sufficient food for one person for a 
day can be bought for a shilling, ev- 
¢n at present prices.. A shilling a 
day, once or twice a week, need not 
involve a Spartan self-denial if the 
money. is spent judiciously, The 
breakfast menu may be a large soup- 
plate of oatmeal porridge, two slices 
of toast with a little margarine, and 
a cup of cocoa, half milk and half 
water, For luncheon a pint of pack- 
et soup, costing twopence, a pound 
of potatoes, and an apple or orange. 
The last meal may include:a pease- 
pudding, boiled in a cloth, with a 
lump of margarine added, bredd and 
syrup, and pint of cocoa with a 
dash of milk. Such a dietary, on oc- 
casional days, costs no more than a 
shilling, and is ‘sufficiont nourishment 
for all persons engaged in light man- 
ual work or sedentary occupation. 

A shilling spent on dried peas, 
beans, rice, or maize provides mater- 
ial for several dishes. If any fatty 
food can be obtained, such as drip- 
ping, oil or suet, a perfectly nourish- 
ing meal can be made with one ‘of 
the pulses as the chief part. It is 
possible to live healthily for a. con- 
siderable tim@ upon beans and fat. 
But a full dict of beans and peas 
cannot be recommended to persons 
of weak digestion. . 

Maize is quite as nourishing as 
wheat and we are beginning to rec- 
ognize it; high food value... The be- 
lief that maize is indigestible is quite 
erroneous. It is more digestible 
than white wheat flour. . Cornflour, 
often given invalids, is simply a pre-. 
paration of maize. All kinds of 
dishes, from porridge to rissoles and 
fritters, can be prepared from maize- 
meal or flaked maize. This is prob- 
ably the most economical food that 
can be obtained at present. Maize is 
cheap, extremely nourishing, and: eas- 
ily, absorbed by the body. It is a far 
more. valuable. food than rice. Maize 
uilds up body tissue and provides 
warmth.- Its excellence as a food 
should be known to every housewife 
who has to study rigid economy and 
wishes ‘to obtain the best value.in 
food for the cost of a shilling.

Pencils From Japan 


The Creation of a Lead Pencil In- 
, dustry in Japan A 


An unthought-of: result of the war 
has been the creation of a lead pen- 
cil industry in Japan. 

In 1911 Japan imported 65,000,000 
pencils, most of which came from 
America and Germany. But with the 
opening of the European. conflict 
German sources of supply were cut 
off and sative manufacturers, who 
had been producing only in compara- 
tively small quantities, seized their 
opportunity and made the most of it. 

In 1914 Japan exported over 9,- 
000,000 pencils, and in 1916 the num- 
ber had increased to 168,000,000. 

There is strong indication that 
many of the markets won by the 
Orientals will be held by them after 
the war, for they have the advantage 
of very cheap labor. Most of the 
lead which they use is imported from 
India and England. ;

Are Alsace and~Lorraine in the 
German confederation. against their 
will? Yes. The proofs? Here they 
are: (1) Proceedings of the  reich- 
stag from 1871 to 1914 inclusive; (2) 
editorials and news columns of the 
papers. of Strassburg, Mulhausen, 
‘Colmar and Metz, which fairly rep- 
resent the whole of Alsace-Lorraine: 
(3) the testimony of ecclesiastics, 
Catholic and Protestant alike, who 
know the feeling of the people; (4) 
the attitude of the land owning and 
industrial bourgeois class; (5) the 
widespread refusal of all young Alsa- 
tians and Lorrainers of all classes, in 
the fac of exile, confiscation of pro- 
perty and death, to serve in the Ger- 
man armies. ° 

I have resided in Turkey among. 
the Armenians, and have been eye- 
witness of massacres. And yet I say 
that contemporary history records no. 
more pitiful, no more heartrending 
martyrdom than-.that of the people 
of Alsace-Lorraine under German 
rule. For they have had.to will to 
suffer. I wish it were in my power 
to forget some of the stories 4old me 
by all classes of Alsations, the sim- 
ple record of their family life. If 
one wants to realize the heinousness 
of the peace of Frankfort, the ab- 
sence of the quality of mercy in 
German official classes, the perver- 
sion of natural instincts of German 
imperalists, let him talk to fathers 
aud mothers and»wives and children 
among cultivated Alsatians and Lor- 
rainers. Let him listen to the young 
men who have not been able. to 


escape wearing the helmet that is at] 


the same time the brand of shame 
and the badge of slavery. 

To the boys, as they grow to adol- 
escence, German rule has meant eith- 
er wearing the uniform of the hated 


|conqueror or a life of exile far from 


loved ones. The girls have no choice, 
Born:and raised in an atmosphere of 
gricf, if they have married, it has 
been with the prayer that God would

I am not exaggerating. Any Alsa- 
tian whose family believed ihat the 
highér patriotism was staying in the 
country and submitting ‘to the Ger- 
mans would assure you that hell is 
not too strong a word to describe his 
life. One mother told me that she 
gave up all her sons when 
reached the age of 13, and has never 
had them in her home since; anoth- 
er, in the presence of her’ young 
daughters, said she would rather see 
them prostitutes than married to 
ermans; amother, that when her 
husband was dying, the son, on the 
French side of the frontier,. climbed 
a high tree in the Vosges to try to 
look down into the valley of his 
home town. He knew, and in the 
mad frenzy of his grief tried to slip 
by the German guards. But they 
turned him. back.—Herbert Adams 
Gibbons, in the Century Magazine.

Belgian School Children Hear Guns 
and the Screech of Shells 


One of the most amazing os 
along the Belgian front is a school 
for children which is being main- 
tained close to the fighting lines by 
the army through General Rucquoy, 
the chief of staff. Here about 250 
little folk whose homes are near by 
Pare being cared for during the day 
in a school which is less than four 
miles from the German. trenches. 
Great shells pass with their wick- 
ed wail over the -heads of these 
youngsters as they play about the 
grounds. The detonation of the 
huge guns is constant, and often the 
schoolhouse rocks with the  vibra- 
tion. Fleets of German airplanes 
circle, about with their loads of enor- 
mous bombs. But the work of the 
school continues its regular course, 


The Red Cross is deeply interested 


in this unique institution and_ is 
helping it in every way possible. 
Majot-John Van Schaick, Jr., acting 
commissioner for Belgium, in a re- 
port on the school, said: 

“It would appear as if these child- 
ren ought-to be in a highly nervous 
condition, but in fact they are about 
as sturdy a lot of litttle Flemish 
boys and girls as I have ever seen. 
They never run when the shells 
whistle or explode. One of their 
favorite amusements is to jeer at 
German airplanes, and they are ab- 
solutely devoid of fear. It prob- 
ably would appear to many people 
that *the duty of the American Red 
Cross would be to help these child- 
ren out. Instead, we are givin a 
es barrack and sending clothing 
and shoes to help them stay. ‘This is 
on the theory that it is better for 
the children to be with their parents 
than to be sent away. Reversing 
conditions in former gencrations, we 
find that the big towns are the places 
of danger and the scattered farm 
places of comparative safety. This 
institution is a day school, where 
meals are served and instruction giv- 
en, and the children live at home.”
